goods.” 
The local manager said other plants 
of the Eagle Silk Company probably 
would be curtailed for several weeks 
as a result of the slack business.

M arshall was today convicted of m ur­ 
der in the second degree for the killing 
of Anna May Dietrich. 
The verdict carries with it a penalty 
of ten to 20 years in the state peniten­ 
tiary. 
There was no dem onstration either 
of approval or disapproval when the 
verdict in the gruesome case was ren­ 
dered. 
The 
jury is 
said 
to 
have 
reached 
its 
decision 
shortly 
after 
court adjourned at 
l l o’clock last 
night. 
Marshall Unmoved 
M arshall standing beside his lawyer, 
Abraham Wernick, received the ju ry ’s 
decision with impassive countenance. 
Tho cold nerve 
which served 
him 
through the long trial of 15 days did 
not desert him. 
There 
was 
barely a 
perceptible 
flicker of emotion across his face when 
the foreman 
pronounced the words. 
He displayed greater nervousness just 
before the vert!id was pronounced. 
Smiles Slightly 
A moment later he smiled slightly 
and shook hands w'ith his attorney 
three times. 
It was evident though 
he was disappointed at not regaining 
his freedom but ho was relieved to 
know th at he had escaped the electric 
chair. 
Wernick immediately announced he 
would ask for a new trial. 
M arshall was convicted of one of 
the most gruesome cases th at ever 
came to the attention of the Philadel­ 
phia court. Miss Dietrich’s body with 
head anil legs cut off was found in a 
wooded section of Delaware county. 
The legs were first discovered, the 
head being found two days later, ten 
miles away. The Commonwealth pro­ 
duced a confession in which Marshall 
said he choked the girl to death during 
a quarrel. 
This 
confession 
he re­ 
pudiated on the stand, but adm itted 
cutting up the boily. 
“Friends Saved Me” 
“ My family deserted me when I 
needed them most, but my friends 
saved me,” M arshall 
said 
alte r-th e 
verdict. 
“My wife, the wife who for fifteen 
years stood by me in every need, left 
me in the lurch when I needed her 
most. 
If she had been by my side 
during the trial I could have stood it 
much 
better. 
Someone 
kept 
her 
away from me.” 
“Ten long 
years to 
serve 
iii 
a 
prison!” Marshall commented. “I am 
going to prison an innocent man. 
It 
is true I did cut up her body a fte r­ 
ward.” 
Marshall said he was going to w rite 
his brother, H. H. M arshall, living in 
New' York, to sec if he will furnish 
the money for a new' trial. 
Would ( lear Family 
“If a jury says I must go to jail, 
then I must go,” he added. 
tfBut the 
most im portant thing is to clear the 
name of my wife and daughter. They 
must live in the open world while I 
ani back of prison doors. 
If I could 
clear their names th at is all I would 
w ant.”

for his correspondence school lessons 
declaring he wished to continue his 
studies.
